tion after 1861, kept that privilege
ore. i to all parties in interest' un-

til I8G8. In this 'reorganization
they not only assumed large liabili-

ties but performed valuable service
for which on , remuneration wan

provided except such as might be

provided by a surplus of unclaim-

ed securities. After this aeven
years,, extension of time, a balance
of Unclaimed securities was appro-
priated to the payment of- - their
own services as Purchasing Com-

mittee,' the va'u? of which at that
time was comparatively small It
nmounted to a fraction more than
one-hal- f per cent., of the securities
they had distributed,; a , broker's
0 unm'Isiion. There was-a- t that
